another which ban given to the North

riodical literature. 
We sincerely be- 


lieve that if the circulations of neirspa, 
pets and magazines at the South bad 
been as wide spread in proportion to the 
population as at the North, this rebel- 
lion would noTcr have taken place. The 
South has few newspapers, their circu- 
lation has been limited, and their 
con- 


ductors have, necessarily perhaps, been 
lamentably deficient in enterprise. The 
consequence is a prevailing ignorance 


upon the most common topics of public 
interest, the extent of which we can 
hardly conceive at the North. 
Tbe 


masses at the South, having no newspa- 
pers to read, are swayed by cross-road 
politicians. 
The political influence of 


individuals is so supreme tbat the press 
is u nullity, and hence the hold lhat 
Jeff. -Davis and hia 
confederates have 


upon the people. 
The 
rebellion was 


begun in ignorance, and the masses of 
tbe South are likely lo continue in ig- 
norance until their political leaders be- 
como fugitives 
before the advancing 


lanncr of the Uuiou, and light and 
cnowledge break in upon them through 


the diffusion of loyal newspapers. 


We might dwell upon this subject &t 


length, and could easily demonstrate 
that the loyalty and patriotism ol the 


newiMpen, book., public dooumtnti 
tod JrMmtitei. The pretent law u, 
that newspapers may circulaU free in 
tht mails within the county where pub. 
liahed. Thu law wa« brought into be- 
ing by thow members of Congress all 
the South and West who desired to cir- 
culate their local party sheete by the 
»id ol the Government, 
These papen 


arc generally controlled by these mem- 
D.TS of Congress, and upon them they 
mainly depend to secure their election. 
Why has not the virtuous Mr. Colfax 
made this discovery and exerted his 
talents to rid the Post Office Depart- 
ment of this immense tax upon its re- 
sources ~; 
Consider for a moment the 


amount paid for mail bags required to 
convey thin printed matter. 


We contend that if 
Government 


would excludo all printed matter from 
the mails, the Department would not 
only-pay ils expenses, but have a sur- 
plus; and that forcing all the newspa- 
pers into the mails would bankrupt tie 
Department.
